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Explorations in Plant and Flower Life 

by Arthur C. Pillsbury 


IGH up in the mountains of 
Yosemite National Park lives 
Arthur C. 

Pillsbury, Naturalist 
and Lecturer, lover of 
the flowers, wild ani- 
mals and woods, and 
motion picture pho- 
tographer outstand- 
ing. His remote and 
secluded home and 
laboratory are the 
headquarters for his 
extensive travels to 
the out-of-way cor- 
ners of the park in search of subjects for 
his ever-increasing collection of nature 
films. 

A Life Study 

Mr. Pillsbury has devoted his life to 
the study of wild flowers in their natural 
environment. Beautiful Yosemite Na- 
tional Park offers rare opportunities for 
this study. The wide range of elevations 
above sea level results in a surprising 
diversity of plant and flower forms to 
be found within the bounds of the park. 
The location is ideal indeed for a nature 
lover, and Mr. Pillsbury is making the 
most of it. 

Human Tendencies 

Mr. Pillsbury knew that plants and 
flowers are very much like human be- 
ings, that they clothe themselves in 
gorgeous raiment and exert strange 
attractions to entice the honey bee, but- 
terfly, or the moth — whichever is to be 
the instrument by which the life-giving 
pollen is transmitted for the purpose of 
reproduction. They are anchored in one 


spot, but if the environment is not favor- 
able they twist and twine to reach the 
sunshine, just as a hu- 
man might exert him- 
self to improve his 
condition if he were 
placed in unhealthy 
surroundings. They 
protect themselves 
from their enemies in 
various ways. Finally 
they come to the com- 
mon end of every- 
thing alive — an end 
that is often dramatic 
in the extreme. In the case of the 
Mountain Iris, for instance, the flowers 
wither inwardly until the once gay petals 
are clinched like a tightly closed fist in 
their death grip. In contrast, the death 
of the Wild Rose is pathetically peace- 
ful. The golden petals are shed and drop 
softly to the ground. 

Photographic Methods 

With years of study preceding the 
actual filming, Mr. Pillsbury knew ex- 
actly what he wished to accomplish. He 
equipped himself with several motion 
picture cameras and devised a clockwork 
mechanism which he attached to them. 
This mechanism made it possible to make 
exposures automatically at regular inter- 
vals. These intervals were adjustable 
according to his knowledge of the speed 
of growth of the plant. By means of 
this lapse time method of exposure, Mr. 
Pillsbury was able to compress, into a 
few minutes on the screen, a record of 
the entire life of a plant from the time 
the sprout pushes through the ground to 
the withering and death of the flowers,

development which could never be seen 
with the naked eye, as it requires weeks 
of time. The result is a scientific tri- 
umph, a real insight into the life of 
flowers which cannot be obtained other- 
wise. 

Flowers as Timepieces 

Mr. Pillsbury found that flowers have 
more regular habits than most humans — 
that they open at certain hours, live a 
certain time, and go to sleep again at 
almost exactly the same time each day. 
In his films, he pictures this surprising 
discovery. The bud is seen to open 
gradually, go through a surprising 
amount of activity in the course of its 
waking hours, and then close again for 
its sleep. In some cases the flowers open 
for only one day. In others, the film 
records the fact that they open and close 
once each day for several days before 
finally dying. Some flowers open at 
dawn, others at noon, and still others in 
the evening and at night. In fact, Mr. 
Pillsbury needs no watch when in the 
woods. He can tell the time of day 
accurately by the flowers which are 
opening.

Among the amazing pictures which 
Mr. Pillsbury has filmed are several of 
bouquets of wild flowers, apparently as 
still as death to a human eye, but shown 


by Mr. Pillsbury' s camera to be bowing 
and scraping, flirting and dancing, push- 
ing each other aside, rising and falling, 
opening and closing, and in one particu- 
lar case revolving like a windmill, all 
attempting to attract the insects that 
bring them pollen from other flowers 
and take away their own. 

Mr. Pillsbury ’s films have been care- 
fully planned to show the natural en- 
vironments of flowers as well as the 
close-up lapse-time pictures of the life 
of the plant. These natural environment 
pictures are very beautiful indeed, taking 
the film audience to the most remote and 
inaccessible spots in the Park, many of 
which are seldom visited by tourists. 
The films also include a number of 
microscopic studies which help to clarify 
the understanding of the growth and re- 
production of plants. 

Li\e Watching Magic 

Those who see these wonderful films 
are reminded of the astounding tricks 
of the Hindu fakirs who cause plants 
to blossom and grow before the eyes of 
the onlookers. Mr. Pillsbury accom- 
plishes this by the honest method of mo- 
tion picture photography. 

Botanists of renown have watched 
these pictures and have been delighted 
with the revelations about plant life 
which they contain. They speak of the 
series as the first and only experiment 
through which science has been enabled 
to look into the actual life of the plant 
and go on to state that the films prove 
beyond doubt that plants live and act 
like humans ^nd animals. 

The delight of scientists is no greater 
than that expressed by those untrained 
in botany. Unexcelled educational 
opportunities for children are provided 
in these films. Details of the first eight 
Pillsbury films to be released are given 
in the following pages. Announcements 
of new releases will be made monthly.

Editor s 7\ lote: The descriptive mat' 
ter covering the Pillsbury Flower Films 
was written by Mr. Pillsbury himself. 
We are passing it on to you just as 
the producer wrote it, as his knowledge, 
love, and appreciation of nature is so 
thoroughly echoed in his written words. 
The titles in the films themselves carry 
the same information. Those who have 
been fortunate enough to have heard 
Mr. Pillsbury lecture as the films are 
projected will recognise his style. 

F'l Azalea and Sneeze-weed 

The Azalea grows on the banks of the 
river and in moist places all over the 
floor of the valley. It blossoms in June 
and July. The buds take three days to 
open. Looking across the river you can 
see the Bridal Veil Falls and El Capitan. 

The Sneeze'weed grows in the damp 
places, not only on the floor of the vah 
ley but up in the higher mountains.

F'2 Iris , Lupine , Pride of the 

Mountains 

The Western Blue Flag Iris grows in 
the meadows and along the banks of the 
Merced River. Buds of the Iris start 
to open about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
taking all night to open. Their life is 
short — just one day. The following 
night they wither and die, folding up 
into a knot like a fist. One doesn’t 
realize how dramatic the passing of a 
flower is until it is seen projected in this 
manner. It’s almost as though the flower 
were suffering. 

The Lupine grows in patches in the 
higher mountains, often growing higher 
than your head and so dense that you 
can hardly force your way through them. 
They add a wonderful amount of color 
to our upper mountain meadows. 

The Pride of the Mountains, one of 


the Penstamen family, grows in sheb 
tered places, often out of a crack in the 
solid granite wall.

F' 3 Blazing Star , Stream Orchid, 

and others 

The Blazing Star is a beautiful yeh 
low flower. The stamens are all folded 
up inside the petals, the opening of 
which allows the stamens to straighten 
out. We have this Blazing Star all 
through the Summer and Fall months. 
I have seen them clear up to Christ' 
mas. Often with us in Yosemite this 
flower grows six or seven feet in 
diameter. 

The Stream Orchid is now almost ex' 
tinct. I know of only one place in the 
Park where it still continues to flourish. 

The Prickly Phlox blooms at night and 
the shrub itself is so inconspicuous you 
would hardly notice it in the day time, 
growing out of cracks in the solid 
granite. 

The Snow Plant is one of our most 
beautiful and rarest flowers, coming up 
under the pines after the snow is melted. 
It is protected by a fine of $25.00 by a 
State Law of California.

F'4 Poppy, Wild Parsnip 

The California Poppy, our State 
flower, opens at 9 o’clock in the morn' 
ing, pushing its calyx off like a cap. It 
closes at three in the afternoon, reopens 
the next morning, closes again that after' 
noon and does that for three days before 
going into the seed pod. Under the in' 
fluence of bootleg, it acts just as animal 
life does, going under its influence, the 
speed of “going under” depending on 
the strength of the bootleg. 

The Wild Parsnip grows in the 
marshy places. Its humbles are a foot 
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or more in diameter and often ten feet 
high.

F'5 Tidy Tip, Mon\ey Flower 

The Tidy Tip illustrates very dramat- 
ically the romance in plant life. The 
younger buds are on exploring expe- 
ditions all of the time. Even in the 
field they seem to be in a continual 
dance, while the older ones remain com- 
paratively stationary. 

The Yellow Monkey Flower grows in 
the beds of the little mountain lakes and 
streams and adds a wonderful bit of color 
wherever you find it. The blossoms of 
the Dwarf Monkey Flower wag their 
heads back and forth all the time trying 
to get in the most favorable positions 
possible to attract their insect mates fly- 
ing above them.

F'6 Blue Lupine, White Lilac, 
Blue Camass 

The Blue Mountain Lupine grows in 
patches of an acre or more. 

Ceanothus or Lilac has a good many 
forms in Yosemite and often is so situ- 
ated you can get a good background with 
it. This view shows the upper Yosemite, 
a 1, 600-foot drop in the distance. 

The Indians were very fond of the 
bulbs of the Blue Camass, which grows 
in the upper mountain meadows. The 
blossoms open at two in the afternoon 
and close at five. 

The Ithereal Spear often grows 8 or 
10 feet high with as many as thirty 
blossoms on a single plant. 

The Harvest Brodiaea looks very much 
like the Ithereal Spear except that the 
blossoms are a richer and deeper blue.

F ' 7 The Evening Primrose, M arv 
posa Tulip 

The Evening Primrose formerly cov- 
ered our meadows so thickly you had to 
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force your way through them. The buds 
open quite suddenly in the evening 
hours, taking only fifteen minutes to 
open fully. You can sit in the meadow 
and watch them as they open — quite a 
thrilling experience. 

The Mariposa Tulip grows all over 
California and as high up as 12,000 feet 
in our mountain ranges. The blossoms 
last some four days and the petals drop 
off one by one as the Stigma develops 
into the seed pod.

F'8 Washington Lily, Hen and 
Chickens, and others 

The Washington Sierra Lily grows up 
in the high mountains at seven or eight 
thousand feet elevation. It looks very 
much like the Easter Lily and is fully as 
large. Like all other flowers, the buds 
are very regular in their opening, start- 
ing at 8 o’clock in the evening and open- 
ing rather suddenly, taking only a few 
minutes to open fully. 

The Hen and Chickens plant grows 
out of cracks in the granite rocks in the 
early Spring months. The blossoms vary 
in color from yellow to pink, and are 
very beautiful indeed. 

The Dandelion goes to seed about 
noon, taking a couple of hours to open 
fully. 

The Knot Weed covers our upper 
mountain meadows during the months of 
June and July. 

The Fire Weed is one of the Fall 
flowers. It is quite apt to appear sud- 
denly after a forest fire. 

Queen Anne’s Lace is another one of 
the Fall flowers. 

The Purple Heather grows from 7,000 
up to 12,000 feet elevation, often lining 
the banks of the little mountain lakes 
and streams. 

The seeds of the Chia make a very 
nutritious bread and are much priced by 
the Indians.

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Tolhurst Popular Science Series 

by Louis Tolhurst 


S the Ditmars Films stand alone in 
picturing the larger animals and 
birds, as the 
Pillsbury Pictures are 
supreme in portraying 
wonders of the Flower 
Kingdom, so do the 
films of the Tolhurst 
Popular Science Se- 
ries have a place in 
the limelight in their 
particular field. 

In these films Mr. 

Louis Tolhurst, by 
a microscopic camera 
process developed by 
himself, brings to us that vast world of 
infinitesimal life invisible to the unaided 
human eye. He makes available for the 
home moving picture audience a vast 
number of subjects formerly to be seen 
only by a few scientists in laboratories 
equipped with high powered microscopes. 

A Hidden Universe Exposed 

The active mass of life existing in a 
drop of water, highly magnified pictures 
depicting the evolution of queen-bee 
larvae, the artificial processes by which 
mankind causes bees to produce an 
abnormally large number of queen bees 
for commercial purposes, and life cycles 
of insects of many kinds are among the 
subjects clearly pictured by Mr. Tol- 
hurst. These films are educational to 
the ultimate degree, yet they are so dra- 
matic and interest-compelling that their 
information is absorbed with keen pleas- 
ure. Some of the films show regular 
vaudeville acts by trained insects; these, 
while not of such great interest from a 
purely scientific standpoint, are remark- 
able pictures, fascinating and full of en- 


tertainment value for adults and children. 

Mr. Tolhurst has the ability to drama- 
tize the behavior of 
the minute beings he 
photographs. He even 
succeeds in giving 
them a witty angle 
through intelligent 
directing and clever 
titling. The one-eyed 
Cyclops, infinitesimal 
clown of the watery 
kingdom, performs 
on the screen with all 
the skill of a Charlie 
Chaplin. 

Life in a Drop of 'Water 

Some idea of the pains which were 
taken in producing these films may be 
had from the following facts: First, 
several years of research and experiment- 
ing were required to produce a light of 
the tremendous brilliancy required to 
illuminate the object before the camera 
without generating so much heat that 
the insect would be scorched. Then a 
lens of extremely delicate focus was de- 
veloped especially for Mr. Tolhurst’s 
work. With this lens, it is possible to 
focus, within one ten-thousandth of an 
inch, on the life swimming in a drop of 
water compressed between two pieces of 
glass clamped tightly together. So deli- 
cate is the focus that the organisms 
swimming in this film of water farthest 
from the camera are out of focus.

For 
no actual, living profes- 
sional could ever teach 
you as can these won' 
derful Golf Lesson films
